And he always felt like he 
had to vote for the best Democrat 
In the race, which he was going 
lo do this yeatv 
"And that means," he said, 
“ that I'll have to cast my vote for 
Ike Eisenhower. He’s a better 
Democrat, by my definition of a 
Democrat, than that other fel­ 
low ever will be." 
And besides that, he said, Ike 
kept his promises to Texas and 
Texas ought to return the favor 
by keeping Ike. 
You know, he might have had 
something there. "Gratitude" is 
one of the greatest words in the 
English language, and we all like 
to think of ourselves as being 
grateful when people do some­ 
thing for us.

" I know you’re reading and 
hearing a lot of stuff to the con­ 
trary," he told as, "coming from 
Brother Stevenson and Brother 
Kefauver and the rest of the poli­ 
ticians on the other side. That's 
politics 
fo T you. Everybody ex­ 
pects them to jump on Ike every­ 
way they can, and I guess they'll 
keep on doing it right up to Nov. 
6. But the American people are 
smarter than some politicians give 
them credit for being, and before 
they vote they’re going to sit 
down and ask themselves this 
question: 
"Remembering 1952, when our 
boys were dying in Korea and 
the newspapers were full of talk 
about mink coats and Communists 
and corruption in Washington— 
now-, be honest about it: If you 
could, would you go back to 1952 
and start over with Adlai Stev­ 
enson instead of Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower?"

Fear of cancer cannot help its 
victim,

unreasonable 
fear 
should be replaced by intelligent 
action concerning this disease, is 
the opinion of 
Dr. 
Henry 
A. 
Hobe, Commissioner of Health. 


The 
comm issioner 
said 
that 
cancer can usually be cured in 
its earlier stages, b e f o r e it 
spreads to other 
areas 
of the 
body. This has been dem onstrat 
ed by the fact that many persons 
have been treated successfully by 
surgery, radium or x-ray and are 
living now, many years after a 
definite diagnosis of early cancer 
was made. Many people postpone 
diagnosis when they suspect can­ 
cer either because they dread to 
hear the truth or because they 
believe that a cure is impossible. 
In the treatm ent of cancer, time 
is the most im portant factor, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Hobe. To produce 
satisfactory 
results, 
treatm ent 
must begin early in the course

YOUR VOTE COUNTS! 


Members of the arm ed forces’ 
standby reserve in different parts 
of the state recently have expres- 
1 sed themselves 
as 
"surprised” 
and 
"puzzled” 
upon 
receiving 
questionnaires from local draft 
boards. 


Draft boards are beginning ad­ 
ministration of a law enacted by 
Congress in the immediately past 
session which placed upon 
the 
Selective Service System respon­ 
sibility of screening the nation's 
entire standby reserve, Col. Mor­ 
ris S. Schwartz, state Selective 
Service director, said Thursday. 


"Standby reservists, both men 
and women, are being mailed the 
questionnaires,” 
Col. 
Schwartz 
said. "Bv law, these reservists 
are required 
to fill 
out 
these 
questionnaries and return them to 
the local b o a r d s for u s e in deter 
m in in g the r e s e r v i s t s ’ availability 
in time of emergency.” 


Col. Schw artz pointed out that 
standby 
reservists 
cannot 
be 
called to service unless an em er­ 
gency is declared by 
the 
Con 
gress. 


Based upon information fur* 
nished in his questionnaire, each 
standby reservist will be placed 
in one of three categories: 


j.r _ available for service. 


IR — deferred 
because 
of 
civilian occupation 
essential 
to 
maintenance of national 
health, 
safety, or interest. 


U R _ deferred by reason of 
extreme hardship and privation 
to dependents. 


In time of war or emergency 
declared by Congress, the stand 
by reservist in category I R can 
be recalled to

arm ed force. Those in I R and 
U R will not be recalled to ser­ 
vice unless there is a change in: 
status which places them in cate­ 
gory I-R. 


•The standby reservist has the 
right of appeal if he is not con 
vineed his category is co rrect,” 
Col. Schwartz said. "The standby 
reservist has a legal responsibility 
to keep fiis local board informed 
of any change in his address or 
status.”
